UFIiAlTD SOILS VEBD LDIE 

FOB BIGOBB CBOP YIELDS. 

Lexington, Ky .— Practically all the 
upland soils of Kentucky outside of 
Bluegrai^s region, and some in that 
region, arc acid to the e.\tent where 
liming Is needed and will give profit- 
able returns in general farming ac- 
cording to a new circular, No. 59, writ- 
ten by P. E. Karraker and published 
by the College of Agriculture exten- 
sion division here for free distribution 
to farmera of the state. 

The aolla ot the Blqegrass region 
havo bibome alightly acid in many 
placca throoflh the removal ot their 
limeetone by drainage watera and in 
all theae placea neo dlimestone for 
the suoeeesful growing of alfalfa and 
sweet clover and sometimes for red 
clover and other legumes, the circular 
states. 

Practically all t'i.e limestono soils 
of western Kentucky have become acid 
to the point where llmlnR is needed 
it continues. Outside the liinosldno re- 
gions of the state, all the upland soils 
are considerably acid, requiring usual- 
ly from one-haU to two tons of ground 
limestone an acre to neutralize tbo 
acidity in the surface foot of soil over 
an acre, the publication states. The 
well-drained, dark colored, better bot- 
tom aoik are not acid to any harmful 
extent The light polored, atlty. bottom 
soila in all probability need liming 
and win respond profitably to treat- 
ment with it, it ia said. 

The use of limestone and acid phos- 
phate on the Kentucky Agricultural 
Kxporlment Station soil fertility fields 
located on the acid soils of the state 
has resulted in the corn yield being 
increased 14.6 bushels, the wheat 
>1eld 7.6 bushels, that of soybean 
hay 1,337 pounds and that of clover 
hay 2,021 pounds, according to the cir- 
cular. This fertilizer treatment has 
practically doubled the yields of these 
crope with a net profit of more than f 2 
for tvery dollar invested In limestone 
and phoephate, it concludes-
